Missing 69 Days 


No Kidnaped Child Has 


Ever Returned Alive 


Per That Period 


HOPBrWELL, N. J.—If Chai:fosyAT 


Lindbergh Jr., is returned' alive to 
his parents, a new precedent in kid- 
rmpings will have been established, 
statisticians revealed Monday night. 


The world's most famous baby, now 


almost 23 months old, has been miss- 
ing for 69 days. 


Records of outstanding kidnaping 


cases in America in the last 50 years 
show only one instance of a child's re- 
turn after an absence of more than 
two months. 


Richard Grant, 11, of Los Angeles, 


was held 66 days—from December 22, 
1927, 
to February 26, 1928. He had 


helped to plot his own abduction and 
was discovered living happily with his 
kidnaper in New Mexico, 


The nearest approach to the Lind- 


bergh case, in age and length of ab- 
sence—is the kidnaping of Salvatore 
Buffa, three, who was returned to his 
parents in New York city after being 
held 47 days in 1911. 


For a few hours Monday, while they 


awaited the arrival in New York of an 
Eastern Steamship Company boat from 
Boston, police believed they might be 
on the trail of the long sought baby. 


A taxi passenger .accompanied by a 


child resembling the kidnaped heir to 
fame and fortune, pulled down the 
shades of the ca ban the way to the 
steamship pier in 
Boston Sunday 


night and aroused the driver's sus- 
picions. 


Notified by Boston authorities, New 


York police arrested Robert Vincent 
Ogle, 30, of Washington Heights, New 
York city, when the boat docked there. 
Ho convinced them however, that the 
20 months old child with him was his 
own. 


Ogle, an employe of the Interbor- 


ough Rapid' Transit Company said the 
baby's mother died when it was born 
and its grandmother had cared for it 
in Boston. He planned to take it to 
Ireland next month to live with its 
paternal grandparents. 


In Hopewell, state police were wait- 


ing somewhat anxiously for the return 
of Colonel Lindbergh, now gone from 
his estate for 20 days. 


The absence of the usual week-end 


visitors at the Lindbergh home caused 
observers to wonder if Annie Lind- 
bergh had not moved to the home of 
her mother, Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow, 
in Englewood, N. J. 


Mrs. Caraway Files

be elected to the senate, Monday night 
filed notice of .her candidacy for re- 
nomination in the state primary. 


The entry for renomination in the 


democratic primary of August 9, was 
made by Mrs. Caraway after lengthy 
consideration. 


She took the place of her late hus- 


band, Senator Thaddcus Caraway, last 
fall by appointment of the governor 
of Arkansas. Subsequently Mrs. Car- 
away received the endorsement of the 
democratic state central committee 
for renomination to fill out the unex- 
pired term of the late Senator Cara- 
way. 


She was nominated and elected. 
Monday night Mrs. Caraway filed 


for notnlriatiifif'ln the election ^fir a 
regular term. Her present term' ends 
next March 4. 


In the contest for the nomination 


the Arkansas woman faces a real 
fight. Six candidates, 
including a 


former senator and a former governor, 
are in the race. 


It was with some hesitancy that 


Mrs. Caraway, a novice in politics 
and the mother of two sons, entered 
the contest but friends who have 
watched her record in her brief ten- 
ure of office urged her to do it. 


Mrs. Caraway concedes she is not 


a politician nor a speaker but her 
friends arc convinced that her rec- 
ord of steady attendance at commit- 
tee meetings and in the senate qual- 
ify her to represent the state. 


Mrs. Caraway quietly announced 


her own program Monday when, aft- 
er sitting in the chair of the vice pres- 
ident, she remarked "I like to keep 
my feet on the ground." That Was 
her complaint about, sitting in the 
chair of the presiding officer, the first 
woman to do so. She said she could 
not keep her feet on the floor in that 
chair.

surplus the plant had accumulated for 
this purchase, back to the consumers 
in the form of a reduction in light 
rates, appeared on the streets Tues- 
day. 


The Water & Light Committee re- 


plied with a public statement' appear- 
ing on another page of today's Star, 
declaring that th'e plant now has only 
one machine capable of carrying the 
"peak" load, and if this machine were 
forced down for repairs, electric sorv- 
ice would be crippled throughout the 
city. 


Purchase of ^h0 new generator was 


recommendedrr&tently; 'by. the' chief 
engineer and the manager of the light 
plant, was endorsed by the Water <Sc 
Light Committee, and unanimously 
•pproved by the City Council.' 


The present equipment of -the mu- 


nicipal plant consists of a 500. KWH 
generator, and a 1000 KWH machine. 
At times during the year the, city's 
electrical load exceeds the capacity of 
the smaller machine, the statement of 
the Water & Light Committee said.

consists of a 500 KWH Westinghouse [generator anflia^ 
1000 KWH Generaj Electric generator. The smaller, 
machine was installed first, and .paid for itself, 
ing enough later to-help Install the larger one 
that paid for itself. And now the two machines 
accumulated $80,000 toward the purchase of a new 
$40,000 generator of 1500 KWH capacity, which is'WjIi 
machine we propose to purchase.

The situation at the municipal plant is this: .there 


is-one-machine of 500 KWH (capacity, and a second ma- 
chine of 1000 KWH capacity—but at the peak load of 
the season, when cotton gins and other plants are in op- 
eration, the 500 KWH generator will not pull the load. 
The City of Hope is left at times during the year wfth 
. only one generator capable of handling our electric r^« 
quirements. If anything should happen at'this peak 
season, our electric service would be crippled«*-and 
things do sometimes happen where any machinery is 
concerned, regardless how competent and careful the 
engineers may be, 


Everyone knows that an electric generating plant 


subject to demand all through the 24 hours of the dfcy, 
and handling varying loads through the entire yeftr, 
must have duplicate equipment, so that it one jgen* 
erator is being repaired the plant has a second one of 
equal capacity to fall bacU on. The City of Hope hasn't 
any second machine of such capacity at this time— 
and we propose to buy one. 


The auditors testified before the City Council 


that without the Waters LJght Plant the City of ~~ 
would be in dire financial straits. The Water & 
Plant is the chief revenue«producer and credit 
of the city government. The,plant must be 
up to safe standards, 


As every citizen knows, it takes just so 


money to run the city government. If the city 4oesn.'t 
set it from the Water & Light Plant, then the city will 
have to get it from the taxpayers in the form of special 
levies, such as an OCCUPATION TAX AND OTHERS, 
Other cities are forced tq.make such special levl«S 


upon their citizens—but because of the successful ep» 
eration of our municipal plant we haven't had to tax 
our people in this manner. 


Let's keep the Water & Light Plant up to the 


standards dictated by good business judgment, end 
enjoy the same measure of tax freedom that we have 
enjoyed in the past. ;
